International Legal Program 
Memorializes Secretary Dulles 


The University recently announced the establishment 
of a special program in international law in the Univer- 
sity’s National Law Center in memory of the late John 
Foster Dulles, Secretary of State. 

Secretary Dulles received his Bachelor of Laws de- 
gree from the University in 1912, and was given his first 
diplomatic assignment five years later by President Wil- 
son. He became Secretary of State in 1953, climaxing a 
distinguished public career in international law. 

Former President Dwight D. Eisenhower is Hon- 
orary Chairman of the John Foster Dulles Fund for 
International Legal Studies. He says it is his “personal 
conviction that the Nation’s Capital city should have a 
facility specializing deeply in international law; it could 
not fail to be useful to the great number of individuals 
who are concerned with this subject.” 

Chairman Newell W. Ellison of the University’s 
Board of Trustees, announced that contributions to the 
Dulles fund would be used to provide special physical 
facilities for a program of instruction and research in 
international law, and to expand the University’s library 
and its collection of international legal materials. The 
fund is expected to provide scholarships and fellowships 
for persons who desire to pursue research, or study inter- 
national law beyond the bachelor of laws degree. Stipends 
for visiting faculty members in the international legal 
field; and funds for the preparation and publication of 
articles, monographs, treatises or books dealing with 
international legal studies, are included in current plans. 
The scope of course offerings is expected to attract stu- 
dents from all over the world. Exceptional offerings are 
available in foreign trade and investment and interna- 
tional technical assistance.

Support Fund at Half-way Mark 


The 1964-65 Annual Support Program has exceeded 
last year’s final dollar total of $100,000 and thus has 
passed the half-way mark toward this year’s goal of 
$200,000, according to Edgar R. Baker, National Fund 
Chairman. 

The more than $100,000 has been received since 
July 1, 1964, from approximately 1500 alumni, parents, 
friends and companies. The active solicitation of these 
constituencies began in November and will continue 
until the conclusion of the Program on August 31. 

“This first three months of solicitation has concen- 
trated on the best prospects among our alumni and 
friends,” Mr. Baker reported. “This special approach 
to a limited audience explains the relatively small number 
of donors.” Last year’s campaign received gifts from 
approximately 3,000 individuals and firms. 

“Although we will continue the special solicitation 
of our best prospects,” Mr. Baker said, “in the weeks 
ahead the Annual Support Program will solicit the par- 
ticipation of a much wider audience of alumni, local 
business and parents.” The 1964-65 goal calls for more 
than 5,000 donors. 

The $100,000 raised thus far breaks down roughly 
into $50,000 from alumni and $50,000 from parents, 
friends and companies.

Law Library Will Adjoin Stockton Hall 


The University has announced plans for the con- 
struction of a new $1.2-million Law Center Library 
adjoining the Stockton Hall on 20th Street, N.W., between 
G and H Streets. 

Ground-breaking for the structure has been sched- 
uled for October 12, 1965, the date of the one-hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the School of Law. 

The new building will consist of five stories and a 
three-level basement, and will adjoin Stockton Hall with 
access at two floor levels for direct passage from class- 
rooms. The library will have open stack facilities for 
approximately 250,000 volumes and periodicals, and is 
planned to meet Law Center Library needs for the next 
decade. The new facility will feature study carrells and 
tables to accommodate 414 students at a time. In addi- 
tion, the fourth floor of Stockton Hall, which presently 
houses the law library, will be converted for additional 
faculty offices and research space. The third floor of 
Stockton will be converted to classrooms. 

Dean Robert Kramer of the Law School, called the 
new library a “necessity for the continuation of the 
School as an effective center for education in the law.” 
Full-time enrollment has increased 58 percent since 
1963, and 136 percent since 1960. Total enrollment in 
the School of Law is the highest of all time—1200 stu- 
dents—with the exception of the post-war G.I. enrollment 
period. The University Law School rates among the top 
six schools in the nation in enrollment. 

The library will serve students studying for their 
bachelor of laws degrees in the School of Law, as well 
as students in the University’s Graduate School of Public 
Law. It will also house volumes on international law 
made available through the John Foster Dulles Fund for 
International Legal Studies. 

A fund-raising campaign has been initiated to meet 
the cost of the new building. 


Space Still Available For European Flights 


Space is still available on both University charter 
flights to Europe this summer, the Alumni Association 
flight, Dulles-Paris and return, June 3 to July 2; and the 
Summer Session flight, GW campus-Paris and return 
July 21 to September 2.

Past newsmaker poll winners include Jacqueline 
Kennedy, AB °51, (Woman Newsmaker of 1961-62- 
63), the late Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
LLB °12, (Foreign Affairs Newsmaker of 1955), and 
Michigan’s Governor George Romney (Business News- 
maker of 1961). Secretary Dulles and Governor Rom- 
ney also were awarded University honorary degrees. 
(Secretary Dulles, Doctor of Laws, 1959; Governor

Largest Grant Is Awarded 
For Law and Mental Health 


The George Washington University’s National Law 
Center has received a grant of $347,000 from the National 
Institute of Mental Health to conduct a comprehensive 
study of “the mentally retarded and the law.” It is be- 
lieved that this is the largest single grant ever awarded 
for research in the area of law and mental health by 
NIMH. 

The three-year study started in February under the 
direction of Professor Richard C. Allen, of the University 
Graduate School of Public Law, who is also in charge of 
the University’s research project in the area of the laws 
governing mental competency. 

The purpose of the research project being under- 
taken by the University is to develop guidelines for 
legislation in the future that will produce sound and 
appropriate laws to protect the rights of the mentally 
retarded and provide for their care. 

“The study will begin with a nationwide survey of 
existing statute and case laws both civil and criminal 
which affect the mentally retarded,” according to Pro- 
fessor Allen. He says that “as the study develops, it will 
involve not only the law, but also medicine generally— 
especially pediatrics and neurology, psychology, social 
work, psychiatry, and the other behavioral sciences. This 
is not just a study of laws, but an empirical examination 
of their operation.” 

Mrs. Elyce Zenoff Ferster, Principal Attorney of the 
Mental Competency Study and a lecturer in the Univer- 
sity’s Graduate School of Public Law, will be co-director 
of research project. Funds for designing the research 
proposal were contributed by the National Association for 


Retarded Children. 


The University’s Alumni Associa- 
tion of the Philippines presented 
a Certificate of Merit to Miss 
Helena Z. Benitez AM in Ed °39, 
during its annual Homecoming 
program held traditionally on 
Thanksgiving Day.
